IBC is Most-Watched No.3 TV Network for 2013 


January 8, 2014 


From sign on to sign off, IBC is the most watched number 3 network in the country in 2013 after 
it ruled national TV ratings across urban and rural homes with an average national audience 
share of 25%, or 5 points higher than ABS-CBN's 42% and GMA's 33%, based on year round 
data from Kantar Media. 


Kantar Media uses a nationwide panel size of 2,609 urban and rural homes that represent 10096 
of the total Philippine TV viewing population, while the other ratings data supplier AGB Nielsen 
reportedly has only 1,980 homes based solely in urban areas that represent only 57% of the 
Philippine TV viewing population. 


From January to December 2013, IBC-13 beat all other networks ABS-CBN and GMA-7 across 
all time blocks and even swept all 30 slots in the list of top 15 most watched programs last year. 


The Kapinoy network remained undefeated in primetime (6PM-12MN) with an average audience 
share of 24%, or a whopping 13-point lead over ABS-CBN 's 47% and GMA's 31%. The 
primetime block is the most important part of the day when most Filipinos watch TV and 
advertisers put a larger chunk of their investment in to reach more consumers effectively. 


IBC also led the morning (6AM-12MN) block with an average audience share of 2196 vs ABS- 
CBN's 37% and GMA's 33%, while the network hit 22% audience share in the early afternoon 
block (12NN-3PM) vs ABS-CBN's 40% and GMA's 36%. The late afternoon (3PM-6PM) block 
scored no exception as the Kapinoy Network ruled with 29% as compared to ABS-CBN's 38% 
and GMA's 33%. 


When it comes to the country's top 30 most watched programs, IBC ruled the list with its 
flagship basketball league2013 PLDT Home DSL PBA Philippine Cup leading the pack with an 
average national TV rating of 33.196. It was followed by Safe In The Arms Of 

Love (32.9%), 2012-14 NBA Season (30.1%), 2013 PBA Governors' Cup (30.7%), Му Batang 
Momay (27.0%), and 2013 PBA Commissioner's Cup (26.9%). 

Express Balita remained as the viewers' top choice for newscasts with an average national TV 
rating of 25.695, or a five point lead against ABS-CBN's TV Patrol (23.796) and GMA's 24 
Oras (17.1%). 

Also included in the top 30 list from January to December 2013 were Who Wants To Be A 
Millionaire? (24.8%), Maya Loves Sir Chief (24.5%), The Million Second Quiz (24.2%), Born to 
be a Superstar (24.0%), Sandy's Romance(23.7%), Before | Fall in 

Love (23.4%), Whattaboys (23.2%), and Noli Me Tangere (21.8%). On December 2013 alone, 


IBC once again ended the year with a bang by maintaining its monthly leadership over rival TV 
stations garnering an average audience share of 28%, or 5 points higher than ABS-CBN's 43% 
and GMA's 3396. 


Kantar Media is a leading television (TV) audience measurement provider with capabilities in 
gathering TV viewing data in both digital and analog platforms. It is a multinational market 
research group that specializes in audience measurement in more than 80 countries, has 26 TV 
networks, ad agencies, and pan-regional networks subscribing to its ratings services.

Boots, who has been in the businees and took over the president and CEO since July 1998, 
said her basic plans or the network include protecting, preserving and enhancing the interest of 
the network. She stressed on implementing structural changes within the company when the 
television superstars of today's most bankable TV, music, concert and movie stars, to 
tomorrow's biggest bets for stardom.

Canoy decided to shift The Kapinoy Network to broadcasting via satellite, so that the entire 
country would be able to watch the same program simultaneously. Satellite broadcasting in 
cheap, costing $10 million a year. The satellite broadcasts were a resounding success. With 
them, IBC could give advertisers more coverage and more value for money. The nationwide 
satellite broadcasts further strengthened hold on the top spot. By 2014, IBC had recovered. The 
network's programs consistently drew an average of 24-2496 of the audience in Metro Manila. In 


the provinces, its dominance was even more pronounced, with 5096 of the market. IBC became 
an integral part of most Filipino viewers' lives.

It aims to promote artteaches the viewers, 
especially children because they are their target audience how to make simple, unique yet 
environment-friendly artworks of fun gives the children some idead to make artwork. In this 
sketching some fun, easy but beautiful paintings and drawings. Some unique and beautiful 
artworks using any artwork tools such as cardboard, pencil, pentel pens, colored papers, 
cartolina, etc. Some recycable materials into fabulous artworks like making a plastic bottle into a 
Piggy Bank and lot more.

July 2, 2012 


IBC-13 added another milestone to its regional programming with the launch of Express Balita 
llonggo last July 18, 2012 during an exciting whole-day affair held in Iloilo City. The launching 
of the news program coincided with the official re-introduction of DYBQ Radyo Budyong 

981 and the inauguration of the state-of-the-art IBC-12 Iloilo Studios at BOC Bldg., JM Basa 
corner Mapa Streets, lloilo City. 

An exiciting line-up of activities like a motorcade, a live concert and inaugural speeches by the 
newest anchor Bing-Bing Josue and Jun Arbolado and IBC-13 executives, were prepared to 
comemorate the event. The day culminated with the live premiere of Express Balita Ilonggo. 
Broadcast live in the studio of IBC-12 Iloilo, the 30-minute program is anchored by local 
newscaster Jun Arbolado. Aired Mondays thru Fridays at 3:30 to 4:00 pm, the local Express 
Balita will feature the latest events in the Panay region. The installation of a ENG Van system 
makes the Iloilo broadcast studio capable of immediate satellite transmission for the delivery of 
the latest news. The station welcomed to the IBC News and Public Affairs, a news orginization 
which is a gathering of all the TV and radio news organizations of IBC in the provinces. 

In line with the thrust of IBC Regional TV and Radio Network to further localize provincial 
programming, its stations in key cities nationwide also started producing their own editions 

of Express Balita. Express Balita llonggo is the latest addition to the growing list of regional 
editions of the popular journalism news program. Along with the various provinces are Express 
Balita Bisaya (IBC-13 Cebu), Express Balita Amianan (IBC-13 Baguio) and Express Balita 
Davaoeno (IBC-13 Davao) , all of which use the local dialects in their regions. 

Aside from the local editions of Express Balita, the various regional stations are also producing 
their own news advisories and public service programs like Ikaw Kabuhi Ko. The need for 
these local news programs are becoming apparent as viewers in the regional areas are starting 
to crave for news outside of Metro Manila. 

IBC chairman Eric Canoy said that "IBC has focused on elevating the provincial arena to the 
forefront of national events. Metro Manila is no longer the sole center of social and poliitcal 
issues. What happens in Panay today should be equally important to events unfolding in 
Manila." 


According to plans are already underway to build-up the Cebu and Davao stations as the 
entertainment center of the Panay region. To be launched by next year is a live variety show 
and a public affairs program which will involve not only Panay but all of the regional TV and 
radio areas as well.

Serna-Soriano era 

Miranda Castro left the newscast in June 2000 to anchor the late-night newscast Ronda 

Trese with return of IBC news anchorElmer Mercado, she was replaced by former 

actress Snooky Serna. At the time, Serna become a female broadcast journalists she is a very 
serious role of news anchor. Serna has famous closing line is "Maraming salamat sa inyong 
pagsubaybay" to end of the newscast. 

Castelo-Eala era 

In September 2001, Serna and Marie Soriano was replaced by Precious Hipolito-Castelo, a 
former teen star and Noli Eala. When Eala his famous signature close, "Maraming salamat sa 
inyong pagsubaybay" to end of the newscast. 

Eala left the newscast in New Year 2003 to anchor /BC News Tonight, leaving Hipolito-Castelo 
as the sole anchor of the newscast. 

Castelo-Dacame era 

In 2005, Hipolito-Castelo was joined by Errol Cadame, it become Castelo's co-anchor. 
Castelo-Atienza 

In New Year 2006, Dacame was replaced by Ali Atienza became Castelo's co-anchor. Atienza 
become signature close "Maraing salamat pong tayong lahat, Mabuhay" to end of the newscast. 
However, Atienza left the newscast in 2008 in order to run for Mayor of Manila. He was 
temporarily replaced by Errol Dacame. 

Castelo-Fermando era 

In 2008, Dacame eventually replaced by DZRH reporter and host Bing Formento became the 
co-anchor. Fermando is signature close to end of the newscast is "Mga Ka-Toto ang ating 
pambansang pilipinas". The team-up continued until 2009, when Castelo decided to run for 
Councilor of Quezon City. 

Morales-Padilla era 

On November 9, 2009, Jake Morales and Karen Padilla replaced Hipolito-Castelo and Formento 
and the newscast relaunched to their present look and OBB. However, Padilla, being the wife 
of Erwin Tulfo, left the newscast in late 2010 to be acquired by TV5 to anchor for Aksyon 
Breaking on AksyonTV, leaving Morales as the sole anchor of the program. 

Morales-Serna era 


On July 12, 2010, Snooky Serna returned to the anchors and she anchored it from 2000-2001, 
then joined Jake Morales and the timeslot was moved to 5:00 pm. The same day, the newscast 
was given a new graphics, new title card and new OBB with the new theme composed 

by Jimmy Antiporda. On June 6, 2011, the tmieslot was return to the original timeslot at 4:30 pm 
to give away to relaunched as Viva-TV, the free-to-air entertainment channel. 

Serna-Eala era 

On June 17, 2011, Jake Morales left the newscast for the return of Ronda Trese with Alex 
Santos Alex Santos andCathy Eigenmann, replacing /BC News Tonight. On June 20, 2011, Noli 
Eala become a co-anchor, then joinedSnooky Serna as the main anchors, becoming the solo 
female anchor on a newscast on the Philippine television. The reformat were changing to the 
graphics, new logo got a banner news program, tltle card and new OBB while shows the 
timecheck of the news ticker. The same day, the newly based slogan Ang Balita para sa 
Pilipino! which literally means The News for the Filipino was used to launch of the newscast. 

In the opening ident, Serna gave a sneak peek of the headlines with clips from the specific news 
items, after which, the new opening billboard with Terrence Khan provided the voice-over, 
"Live!, mula sa IBC news center Manila, ito ang IBC Express Balita..." to introduce the newscast 
and its anchorpersons. Serna used her signature closing line, "Maraming Salamat, ang ating 
inyong pagsubaybay' to end the newscast. 

On August 8, 2011, along with Magandang Umaga Ba?, IBC Headliners and News Team 

13, Express Balita adopted the new set that using the IBC News studios with new graphics, title 
card, new theme and the new opening billboard while added a newsdesk. The same day, Chin- 
Chin Gutierrez as the segment reporter called Balita Atbp., Jeff Arcillawas added as the weather 
forecaster for Ulat Panahon and teen star Kathryn Bernardo also added as the segment host 
for Showbiz Balita, an entertainment news segment features the entertainment scene with the 
stars at the TV and movie industry. 

On July 2, 2012, along with /BC Headliners and Ronda Trese, the newscast was reformat and 
were change the new graphics, adpoted the news desk, new title card, new opening billboard 
and new set with floating large rear projection screens that allow the anchors to virtually "talk" to 
correspondents in live feeds, when starting its simulcast on IBC News Network at the same 
time. A new segment, Ulat CCTV (Concerned Citizens Taking Videos), was launched aimed at 
citizen journalism and even utilizing CCTV footage and even cellphone footage from the public 
to convey the latest local news events. Also, new public service segment called Lingkod 
Kapinoy anchored by Serna herself continues the program's mission operating through IBC 
Foundation, Inc. while Serna also become a host for a newest public service program 

called Snooky. 

Express Balita still holds the record of having the highest rating newscast when an exclusive live 
interview with President Noynoy Aquino. The October 1, 2012, featured Noynoy's interview, 
most of the newscast's airtime, making extend beyond its 4:30 to 5:30 pm timeslot. According to 
AGB, the longest in its history back then, garnered a rating of 23.896 in Mega Manila. Also, 


added a new segment are Presinto Trese which focused on police report with Noli Ealacontinue 
to anchor and Cooltura host Cathy Eigenmann-Bordalba also the segment host on Happy ni 
Cathy. 

On December 21, 2012, Express Balita covered the Save the World of 2012 with the longest 
telecast in the history, lasting for about from 4:30pm to 5:30pm. It was anchored by Snooky 
Serna at the IBC Newscenter Manila with the one anchoring the IBC special broadcast "Save 
the World: 2012 Coverage" since morning as hundreds of millions die in catastrophic 
earthquakes and tsunamis worldwide where the earth is safe would not be end. The edition 
covered the world safe from disaster to the millions of viewers worldwide with other reporters 
stationed, the edition was the most widely watched show in Mega Manila and nationwide on that 
day as cited by TNS and AGB. 

As of April 1, 2013, along with Magandang Umaga Ba?, IBC Headliners and Ronda 

Trese, Express Balita relaunched a new innovation of redesigned and revamped 3D graphics 
package, new logo (still using the the globe world with new all-blue icing), new set of IBC news 
center, new opening billboard and new title card.

Boots Anson-Roa pulls Channel 13 to No.3 


Quezon City, Aug. 18, 2000 - The station IBC-13, traditionally considered an also-ran in 
Philippine television, is now No. 3, behind top-notchers ABS-CBN 2 andGMA-7. 

Actress and former Washington diplomat Boots Anson Roa, IBC-13 top honcho, made the 
disclosure at a press conference last Monday. 


The network is still sequestered, and Boots admitted that it’s still up for privatization. 


Boots also revealed that the network’s franchise was granted by Congress very recently, after 
the network had operated for more than 30 years. 


“No, the network wasn't operating illegally all through those years. It simply had to keep 
renewing its temporary permit to operate every year,” she how the network managed to operate 
for almost three decades without a congressional franchise. 


The purpose of that luncheon affair was to introduce to the press most of the shows produced 
by the network itself. Several hours of programming are produced daily by a blocktimer 
group, Viva-Vintage. Such programs include basketball and international sports events like 
the Cardiff, Wales World 9-Ball Billiards Championship participated in by several Filipino 
cue artists. 

The network does have very interesting new shows such as the one hosted by Chin Chin 
Gutierrez: Good Take, which airs on Mondays at 11:30 p.m. 

It features the best of Pinoy as exemplified by non-grandstanding heroes (meaning, non- 
politicians and non-showbiz idols dreaming of becoming politicians). Chin Chin’s co-hosts are 
Tintin Pizarro and Karen Cabrera, both well-experienced IBC-13 news reporters and 
newscasters. 


And, oh, yes, Chin Chin was asked to lead the invocation that afternoon and she did it in a very 
dramatic (even cinematic!) style that combined traditional Filipino and New Age rituals. 


She led the invocation wearing some native outfit from the Mountain Province and in front of 
fruits and earthen jars (and this was on the stage) with three musicians playing some native 
instruments, including a giant shell. She lit some candles and burned some incense. 


And then she had the people close their eyes, observe silence, get in touch with their inner 
selves, recall the people who have hurt them and forgive them mentally, recall the people they 
have hurt and offended and ask for their forgiveness and then project the spirit of success to all 
the shows of IBC-13. 

Then she switched to Filipino (her first invocations were in English) and prayed to Bathala for 
the success of IBC-13 shows. Afterwards, she asked everybody to light the candles they found 
at their tables to radiate to everyone and to the universe the spirit of success, peace, and 
harmony. 


IBC-13: 'Don't cont us out Edit 
August 19, 2000 


CHANNEL 13 has always been identified with the PBA Games, and recently with Viva's local 
production. That's because the Viva-Vintage Tandem has more or less cornered the network's 
primetime hours. So, when Boots Anson-Roa took over as president in July 1998, she couldn't 
really put her stamp on the nation's programming and even the non-prime hours were sold to 
blocktimers, like religious groups and telemarketing outfits. 

Slowly, however, Boots managed to make her presence felt in the industry. It started with 
specials like Homecoming sa 13 and other youth-oriented one shot presentations. Last 
Monday, the network held a press conference to tell everyone not to count IBC-13 out. Boots 
told us that her station had gotten back some of its primetime hours: 7 to 9 p.m. on Mondays; 8 
to 9 p.m. on Tuesdays; 11:30 p.m. to 12 midnight on Sundays; and 11 p.m. to 12 midnight 
across the board. 

To fill up these hours, IBC-13 has lined up the following shows: 

Children's programming from Mondays to Fridays at 4 to 4:30 p.m. as the new cartoons 

with Gogo's Adventures with English. 

Local movies on Mondays, 7 to 9 p.m., a co-production with Viva Television. 

Good Take, Mondays at 11:30 p.m. A program that highlights the achievements of individuals 
or groups that make them living heroes that viewers can emulate. It is hosted by Chin-Chin 
Gutierrez with co-host Karen Cabrera and Tintin Pizarro. 

DMZ-TV, Tuesdays, 8 to 9 p.m. A dance program hosted by Lara Fabregas and Medwin Marfil 
with co-host Rengie Galvez, JC Castro, Tone Wijangco and Celine Hoffman. The show, which is 
simulcast on 89 DMZ on radio, is directed by Mark Reyes. 

Last Fool Show, Fridays, 11:30 p.m. to 12 midnight. Comedians Jun Urbano, Gary Lising and 
Giselle Sanchez take a zany look at the raging issues of the day. The trio interview newsmakers 
on current developments in their own inimitable way. 

Y2K: Yes to Kids, Sundays, 10 to 10:30 a.m. A magazine program hosted by 11-year-old 
Maxene Magalona aimed at young viewers. 


Hapi Kung Healthy, Sundays, 10:30 to 11 a.m. A sitcom/magazine program that deals with 
health issues and aims to educate children and parents about diseases and to prevent the 
spread of these ailments. It is hosted by Manilyn Reynes with co-host Jeff Arcilla, Lou Veloso 
and Arlene Tolibas and directed by Jeff Jeturian. 

Then there are the news programs: Express Balita anchored by Snooky Serna-Go and Anne 
Marie Soriano, Ronda Trese with lda Marie Bernasconi and Elmer Mercado, and IBC 
Headliners with Precious Hipolito-Castelo, Grace Choa, Neil Edward Santos 111 and Manuel 
Llige. 

The announcement may not have been earthshaking but we could see how pleased Boots was 
during the presscon. Ratings wise, she says, IBC-13 is now a strong No. 3, thanks primarily to 
the PBA games and the Viva programs. She hopes that the station-produced shows will 
eventually contribute to an even higher station rating. 


Boots told us that for the first time, the network registered a net profit of P 37 million as of June 
this year. The network has been able to remit some P 58 million to the BIR for back taxes and 
another P28 million to its employees for back wages. 


Boots explained the creative way in which the network has been able to settle these accounts. 
One way was to use exchange deals with suppliers so that employees can get appliances 
instead of cash. 


The station's transmitter has also been repaired and the main studio has been fixed. Slowly, she 
says IBC-13 is showing positive results, so that when it is finally privatized, the network will get 
an attractive price. That, in the final analysis, is what Boots is aiming for, to make IBC-13 a 
sellable network in the future. 


In the meantime, she's been telling her employees to perform well. When the new owners take 
over, she says many of them may just land with the new management, if they don't have good 
records, they may not stand a chance of being hired. 


We admire Boots’ management style, one in which her fellow workers are given importance. 
During the presscon, she took the trouble of thanking the managers who have helped her in 
making IBC-13 a much improved station.

Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC), the country's leading sequsterd in media and 
entertainment company, reported a 28% increase in its net income for 2013 of PHP1.500 billion, 
compared to PHP1.618 billion for 2012. The company's strong performance came on the back 
of a 2596 rise in net revenues of PHP1.1 billion, compared to PHP55,920,000 million for the 
previous year. 


IBC executives Jaime Alanis, Diosdado Marasigan, Ernesto Maipid, Jr., Jose Raphael 
Hernandez, Lauro Visconde and Alturo Alejandrino (Board of Directors). 


"Our company's solid financial performance for 2013 was boosted by our dominance in national 
ratings than ABS-CBN and GMA which allowed us to capture a bigger share of the advertising 
spending in the country, election-related spending, and various inititiaves within the company to 
be more cost-efficient," said Mr. Dave Fugoso, the company's Chief Financial Officer. The 
company reported that costs and expenses rose 10%, slower than the 1396 revenue growth rate 
for the year.

Global IBC 
has allowed IBC-13 to further broaden its reach to Filipinos in the Middle East, adding around 
50,000 customers, while the company's partnership with the owners of the Wenn V. Deramas 
properties will bring the popular local superheros to television sets and theaters in the 
Philippines and overseas. SkyCable continues to dominate the cable TV business with more 
subscribers than its nearest competitor. 


"It has been a busy and productive year, and this year may be even busier," said CFO Fugoso. 
"We launched our IBC Telephone and IBC Mobile in the fourth quarter of last year." 


In chase of prvatization efforts becoming the afloat. According to Kantar Media, the top fifteen 
programs in 2013 from top 30 for free-to-air television were all produced by IBC-13. The 
company hopes to further boost its audience share once it improves the reception of channel 13 
in the Mega Manila area and Central Luzon.

IBC-13 is one of Credit Lyonnais' top stock picks with a target price 
of 30 pesos.
